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FCC ISSUES OTVARC NEW CLUB CALLSIGN 


The FCC began granting new club callsigns on March 24, 1995. OTVARC applied for a callsign, and was 
issued KC7KJM. With vanity callsigns on the horizion, the club has shown an interest in updating to a more 
distinctive callsign, perhaps one held previously by a club member. If you would like to suggest a callsign for 
consideration, please notify the Club Callsign Trustee in writing, along with the reason you think the club should 
apply for the callsign. All suggestions will be considered at the October Board meeting, since the FCC hopes to 
have the new form available by late summer, and by that time, should have made public the timeline forthe opening 
of the gates that will regulate the granting of vanity licenses. 


In the meantime, the current club callsign is available for use, please contact the Club Callsign Trustee 
to arrange for the transfer of the necessary documents, as indicated below. 


Below are highlights of the FCC Regulations regarding the use of the Club License. This is only a review 
of those provisions that might become confusing, and is not a review of all applicable regulations. 


1. Use of the Club Callsign by other than the Club Callsign Trustee (when the Callsign Trustee is not present) can 
be easily be accomplished by contacting the Club Callsign Trustee in advance and making arrangements 
to become the Control Operator. When so noted in the Club Station Logbook, the Control Operator and 
the Club Callsign Trustee then become equally responsible for the operation of the Club Station. 
Possession of a copy of the Club License at the Control Point is also required for operation. 


2. The possession of the Club License does NOT grant any special privileges beyond that of the Control Operator, 
and the Club Station must not be operated beyond the privileges of the control Operator physically present 


at the Control Point of the Club Station. 


"3. If the class of license of the Control Operator exceeds that of the Club Callsign Trustee (in this case, any 


operation in the Extra-class portion of the band), the Club station ID should be the Club Callsign, followed 
by a slant (/, then the Control Operator's call sign (eg KC7KJM/WS/7L).

wtih from the March/April AMSAT JOURNAL 


Two amateur satellites were lost when theirlaunch vehical failed to achieve orbit. The 
Mexican satellite UNAMSAT and the Israeli-built Gurwin-1 TECHSAT were part of the 
payload of a Russian SS-25 rocket. The failure was caused by failure of the third stage 
to burn completely. As a result, the fourth stage ignited too early, before the 
separation of the third and fourth stages. As aresult, the launcher blew up. 


Both satellites were designed for packet radio use. The Israeli built Gurwin-1 TECHSAT was a 9600 bit/s store 
and forward satellite. The Mexican UNAMSAT was a 1200 bit/s store and forward satellite. 


Reports from the Israeli and Mexican project sponsors indicate that both satellites will be reconstructed.
